Hep. Hay s was v ery u nhappy w i t h 
Ambassad or Gold berg's ex planation 
be­ 
fore the Hou se Foreign Affairs Commit­ 
tee of the reasons for the U S. backd own 
on Article 19 of the U N. charter, which 
had “the effect of ex cu sing the Sov iet Un­ 
ion of making any pay ments to the U N., 
ex cept those it wants to make.” 
The Ohio congressman d escribed it as 


“ the poorest presentation mad e to 
the 
committee in my 17 y ears in Congress.” 
He felt that by serv ing in the UN. 
d elegation he wou ld negate his ability to 
constru ctiv ely criticize any fu rther actions 
by Ambassad or Gold berg. 
Rep. Hay s can see no ad v antage of ju st 
compromise in the U.S. position on U N. 
peace-keeping assessments, and neither 
d oes this newspaper 
The Sov iet Union appears to operate on 
the theory that what is theirs is theirs and 
what is ou rs is negotiable. 
Perhaps Mr Gold berg, who first came 
to pu blic attention as a su ccessfu l labor 
attorney , is so ind octrinated in u nion teclh 
niq u e that he sees nothing challengeable 
in that kind of Sov iet intransegence. 
One In escap ab le Conclusion 


In the second rou nd of what is being 
billed as the Ohio Fair Trail-Free Press 
Conference, participants 
r e a c he d no 
firmer conclu sions than they had reached 
in the first rou nd — or will reach in su b­ 
seq u ent rou nd s, if they keep on sparring. 
They are u p against one inescapable 
conclu sion. 
Whatev er they may wish for in the way 
of improv ement and reform mu st be 
« tacked u p against generations of su ccess­ 
fu l ex perience. 
Throu ghou t 
the 
generations, 
lawy ers 
hav e wished they cou ld ru n the newspa­ 
pers to su it themselv es and newspaper­ 
men hav e wished they cou ld ru n the cou rts 
and the legal profession. Conflict is bu ilt 
info their relationship. 
Some lawy ers know how to hand le pu b­ 
licity abou t their clients and themselv es 
like professional pu blic relations ex perts. 
Some newspapermen think they know 
all abou t law and ju d ges and what Is best 
for all parties concerned in legal pro­ 
ceed ings. 
If any one ev er nu rsed an illu sion that 
these d isparate elements of this complex 
society cou ld get along like innocent lambs 


in a sheepfold , it wou ld hav e to be some­ 
one who nev er comprehend ed how John 
Peter enger laid the grou nd work or a 
rree press in the United States. 
In his trial for "sed itiou s libel,” becau se 
he had censu red the gov ernment, he was 
d efend ed by lawy er And rew Hamilton of 
Philad elphia. One lawy er was taking issu e 
with other lawy ers ov er the rights of a 
newspaperman to print certain statements 
that were offensiv e to gov ernment offi­ 
cials — also lawy ers. 
It has been that way most of the time 
since 18 34-35 when the Zenger case was 
threshed ou t. It u nd ou bted ly will stay that 
way . 
Ev en if some lawy ers cou ld gag the 
press on the pretex t of helping clients get 
a fairer trial, other lawy ers wou ld be 
hard at work to remov e the gag. 
And the pfess, in the meantime, wou ld 
hav e been d ou bly hard at work inv enting 
way s to circu mv ent the gag. 
The inescapable conclu sion is that 
a lot of 
people rpu st hav e d one a lot of things 
right for 
a 
long time becau se 
most 
trials hav e been reasonably fair. 
The ex ceptions hav e prov ed the ru le, not 
d emolished it. 


Clearin g Up th e Record 


If George M. Hu mphrey of Clev eland , 
Presid ent 
Eisenhower’s 
secretary 
of 
treasu ry , was the key influ ence in the 
1956 d ecision to withd raw aid to Egy pt 
for the Aswan Dam. as related in a new 
nook abou t Mr. Hu mphrey ’s ex periences 
in gov ernment, the late John Foster Du lles 
had an apology coming. 
The q u estion is not whether the United 
States was or was not ju stified in pu lling 
ou t of the Aswan arrangement and trig­ 
gering the Su ez crisis, as well as throw­ 
ing Egy pt into Ru ssia’s financial em- 
orace. 
The q u estion is whether the American 
people were ju stified in believ ing the As­ 
wan d ecision was mad e by Mr. Du lles, 
who su bseq u ently was accu sed of hav ing 
hand led the matter so bru sq u ely he pu shed 
the world to the brink of war. 
Egy pt’s Presid ent Nasser wou ld hav e 


seized the Su ez Canal any way , bu t with­ 
d rawal of the U.S offer to help bu ild the 
Aswan Dam prov id ed him with the ex ­ 
cu se that he need ed canal tolls to d efray 
♦he cost of the Aswan project. 
It may hav e been presu mptu ou s to be- 
iiev e Mr. Du lles cou ld hav e mad e so mo­ 
mentou s a d ecision on his own initiativ e, 
thou gh he had been cred ited with com­ 
plete foreign policy au thority insid e the 
Eisenhower ad ministration. Nev ertheless, 
the Aswan d ecision was attribu ted to 
him—personally . No other member of the 
Eisenhower ad ministration was mentioned . 
Bu t another member of the ad ministra­ 
tion had personal power of comparable 
weight. Mr. Hu mphrey had personal pow­ 
er ov er Presid ent Eisenhower himself. It 
is plau sible that his d ecision on the Aswan 
Dam affair was bind ing and that 
Mr. 
Du ’les had little to say abou t it, thou gh it 
fell to him to annou nce it. 


Wh y T u rn Crimin als Loose? 


Fou r criminal d efend ants arrested on 
d nrees of robberv . mu rd er and narcotics 
are released on bond s, pend ing trial. 
The same d ay , the nex t d ay or soon 
thereafter, the same fou r d efend ants are 
i.rrested again f o r robbery and other 
cTimes of v iolence committed while free 
on bond . 
Where d id this occu r—in Harlem or the 
Watts area of Los Angeles? Not at all. 
It happened recently in Washington, D C. 
in the cou rts of fed eral ju d ges. 
In this same city . Presid ent Johnson 
last week conv ened a Commission on Law 


Enforcement and Ju stice This week. Chief 
Ju stice Warren opened a World Confer­ 
ence on World Peace Throu gh Law. 
And so the great mind s will stu d y and 
report. Meanwhile, in the d ay -to-d ay opera­ 
tion of the criminal cou rts, fed eral ju d ges, 
led by Chief Ju stice Warren, will tu rn 
liv tse professional criminals before and 
after trials, before and after conv ictions.

The season for swimming and boating 
is blessed ly ov er. It’s a relief. 
Drowning goes on month in and month 
ou t, bu t d u ring the off-season for water 
sports this grim traged ies of v acation 
months almost d isappears from the news. 
Nothing hu man beings d o in the name 
of sport can match swimming and boat­ 
ing for d anger. Yet, they are ev er q u es­ 
tioned by the same Nerv ou s Nellies who 
ou tlawed fireworks in the hand s of nov ices 
and are try ing to cu rb the u se of cigar­ 
ettes. 
Scarcely a fraction of the attention is 
giv en to water hazard s that is giv en to 
traffic hazard s. To hear the Nellies 
talk 
abou t traffic, y ou wou ld think a rid f in a 
car was a trip to the morgu e. 
The tru th is that highway s are rela­ 
tiv ely safe. The reason so many people 
get killed in traffic is becau se ev ery bod y 
is ex posed to highway risks. 
Relativ ely few people go swimming. 
Relativ ely few go boating, d espite the pop­ 
u larity of the sport. 
Bu t d rownings are ou t of all proportion 
to the nu mber of participants in water 
sports—abou t one fifth as many d rown- 
ings as traffic fatalities. 
This is a fantastically high proportion 
when 
all of u s u se au tos hou rs on end 
per d ay , and people who go swimming 
Tnd boating are in d anger of d rowning

onlv d u ring brief interlu d es in su mmer 
months. 
This is not a pitch for restriction, only 
for the awareness of d anger that keeps 
traffic slau ghter within bou nd s. 
if 
that 
had n’t 
happened , 
highway s 
wou ld be proportionately as hazard ou s as 
swimming and boating—and with ev ery ­ 
bod y d riv ing or rid ing d ay in and d ay ou t 
24 hou rs a d ay the d eath toll wou ld be in 
the hu nd red s ev ery d ay . 
Ar it is, the toll is kept within bearable 
limits, relativ e to the millions of au tos 
in u se, the billions of miles d riv en, the 
infinite hou rs spent in au tos by d riv ers 
and passengers and the inord iate nu m­ 
ber of d ru nks, d amfools and spastics who 
criv e cars. 
It d oes not take into accou nt the new­ 
est and most frightening cau se of high­ 
way fatalities and maimings—the d riv er 
who sets ou t to kill himself and as many 
more as he can take with him when he 
goes. 
This is only beginning to get attention. 
What other ex planation can there be for 
insane acts of d estru ction? 
The 
inord inate 
hazard 
of d eath 
by 
d rowning d u ring the swimming and boat­ 
ing season is going to be minimized u ntil 
su mmer retu rns. 
We hav e many way s of shortening life, 
inclu d ing war. One of the q u ickest and 
slickest is d rowning.

When the United States and 
the Sov iet Union lined u p on the 
same sid e to pu t throu gh the 
U.N. Secu rity Cou ncil by u nani­ 
mou s v o t e a 
r e s o l u t ion 
c a l l i ng on 
Ind ia and Pak­ 
istan to accept 
a cease - fire 
a nd withd raw 
troops to their 
original p o s i- 
tions, an ev ent 
of far-reaching 
s i g n ificance 
took place. Not only d id Mos­ 
cow and Washington act togeth­ 
er, bu t Red China was, in effect, 
isolated . 
Circu mstantial 
reports 
ind i­ 
cate the Sov iet gov ernment has 
not been happy with the behav ­ 
ior of Red China in internation­ 
al affairs. Bu t the showd own d id 
not come u ntil the resolu tion of 
the Secu rity Cou ncil in the Unit­ 
ed Nations was acted u pon early 
last Mond ay . 
Why d id Moscow tu rn away 
from its ally ? The basic reason 
u nd ou bted ly is that any large- 
scale war wou ld cost the Sov iet 
Union a gjod d eal of money 
sorely need ed in the d omestic 
economic crises facing Sov iet 
lead ers. 
Natu rally , there is satisfaction 
in Washington that Sov iet emis­ 
saries to the U.N. and U.S. rep­ 
resentativ es saw ey e-to-ey e on 
the word ing of the resolu tion 
ad opted by the Secu rity Cou ncil. 
It serv es not merely 
as 
a 
warning to Ind ia and Pakistan 
that they had better ex tricate 
themselv es from the situ ation in 
which they hav e become 
in­ 
v olv ed . bu t also as a warning to 
Red China that it had better 
not med d le any fu rther. 


IT IS BEING assu med that 
both the Ind ian and Pakistani 
gov ernments will 
welcome 
a 
face-sav ing d ev ice su ch as the 
U.N. resolu tion offers them. 
Not only d oes it call for a 
cease-fire, bu t the whole prob­ 
lem is to be tu rned ov er to the 
United Nations tor fu rther ne­ 
gotiations. 
Relations between Peiping and 
Moscow hav e been a sou rce of 
mu ch U.S. concern for a long 
time. 
W h i . e ou tward ly there 
hav e been 
signs 
of 
d iscord , 
there was no certainty that u n­ 


d erneath it u nd erstand ing might 
not prev ail—particu larly since 
the id eological objectiv es of Red 
China and the Sov iet Union are 
similar. 
Althou gh the Sov iet Union has 
concu rred ir. the id ea of carry ­ 
ing on su bv ersion and infiltra­ 
tion c a m p a i g ns arou nd the 
world , it has not been willing 
to prov oke large military oper­ 
ations. 
Ind eed , withd rawal of missiles 
and troops from Cu ba is an ex ­ 
ample of t he self - limitation 
which the Sov iet gov ernment 
ev id ently places u pon its opera­ 
tions in far d istant land s. It is 
inclined to go u p to a point of 
climax bu t, when there is d ang­ 
er of escalation into a big war, 
Uie tend ency is to pu ll back. 
There is no d ou bt that the 
Sov iet Union wou ld not 
hav e 
been av erse to letting Ind ia and 
Pakistan light it ou t between 
themselv es, bu t the moment Red 
China issu ed its u ltimatu m to 
Ind ia, the d anger of an enlarged 
war u nd ou bted ly c a u s e d a 
change of heart in Moscow. 
Nor cou 'd it 
be ov erlooked 
that the United States tod ay has 
placed a sizeable military force 
in Viet Nam and is prepared to 
go fu rther against the Red Chi­ 
nese if they ex tend their aggres­ 
sion in Viet Nam or elsewhere 
in Asia. 


IF, THEREFORE, the Sov iet 
Union follows throu gh on 
the 
position it took in backing the 
United Nations resolu tion for 
i n t e r v e n 1 1 o n in the Ind ia- 
Pakistan war and the risk of a 
large-scale conflict in Asia is 
av erted , there will u nd ou bted ly 
be a more friend ly feeling be­ 
tween the Sov iet Union and the 
United States, as well as the 
cou ntries of Western Eu rope. 
From Moscow's point of v iew, 
this will help m its cru sad e for 
better relations between East­ 
ern and Western Eu rope. Per- 
haps tins will inau gu rate a pe­ 
riod of read ju stment in which 
trad e between 
the East 
a>d 
West will be increased . The so­ 
v iets need more trad e in ord er 
to improv e their economic po­ 
sition at nome. 
All this u nd ou bted ly prompted 
the Moscow gov ernment to line 
u p on the Sid e of a peacefu l 
settlement oi the Ind ia-Pakistan 
d ispu te. 
It cou ld mean the d ev elopment

DISSENTERS, 
the 
Ar­ 
kansas Democrat ov ernight be­ 
came a belt- noire, a trou ble­ 
maker who maintained that a 
heritage of stability 
rend ered 
Americans u nable to u nd erstand 
the aspirations of Latin Ameri­ 
ca's social reform mov ement. 
To others, particu larly liberal 
intellectu als of his own mold , he 
assu mes the proportions of a 
hero u nafraid to speak ou t on 
an issu e which he felt need ed a 
pu blic airing. 
As he slated in his speech 
Sept. 15 on the Senate floor, he 
was giv ing v oice to his opinions 
so “the mistakes mad e by the 
United States in the Dominican 
Repu blic can be retriev ed and 
that it will be possible to av oid 
repeating them in the fu tu re.” 
ACTUALLY, he rev iv ed a su b- 
s u r f a c e id eological stru ggle 
sporad ically waged in Washing­ 
ton concerning U.S. policy to­ 
ward Latin America. 
At the h**art of the issu e is 
whether the U.S. shall rev ert to 
the hu man, emotional relation­ 
ship with Latin America as en­ 
v isioned by Presid ent Kenned y , 
or 
p r o m o t e the presently 
fav ored pragmatic d octrine rep­ 
resented by Und ersecretary of 
State Tom Mann and characte- 
ized by increased ind iv id u alism 
and greater emphasis on pri­ 
v ate enterprise. 
Many hign-ranking State De­ 
partment officials are conv inced 
that Fu lbright's speech was, in 
fact, an attack on Mann thou gh 
his name was not mentioned . 
WHEN the Arkansas senator 
lowered 
the boom, State 
De­ 
partment 
officials 
ad mitted ly 
were taken by su rprise. They 
knew he was preparing an ad ­ 
d ress on the role play ed by the 
U.S 
in 
the Dominican crisis, 
and ev en gav e him access to 
official record s and files. 
Bu t they were u nprepared for 
the heat anJ v igor of his criti­ 
cisms. 
“ It was u nfortu nate and u n­ 
timely ,” commented a State De­ 
partment spokesman, “that this 
was brou ght into the open ju st 
when effors are being mad e to 
pacify the Dominican Repu blic 
and the prov isional gov ernment 
is getting established .” 
The contention also is heard 
that Fu lbright chose this mo­ 
ment to d eliv er his speech be­ 
cau se of a feu d between him 
and Sen. Thomas Dod d , D-Conn. 


IT W AS DODD who took u p 
the cu d gel for the Johnson ad ­ 
ministration f o l l o w i ng Fu l- 
brigtit’s speech. In a reply to 
Fu lbright he claimed that his 
fellow Democrat “has chosen 
to completely ignore the facts,” 
and by h's searing criticism 
prov id ed the Commu nists with 
propagand a fod d er. 
Howev er, the stage for the 
Fu lbright 
charges and 
Dod d 
cou nter charges was set earlier, 
accord ing to intimates. In Ju ly 
Fu lbright, chairman of the For­ 
eign Relations Committee, had 
a d ocu ment d rawn u p on the 
backgrou nd and chronology of 
ev ents lead ing u p to the April 
28 U.S. interv ention in the Dom­ 
inican Repu blic. 
On Au g. 23, Dod d , a commit­ 
tee member, pu blicly protested 
that the paper was d rafted al­ 
most ex clu siv ely f r o m news­ 
paper articles “critical of ad ­ 
ministration policy ," notably the 
New York Herald Tribu ne, the 
New York Times and the Wash­ 
ington Post. 


“THE CHRONOLOGY com­ 
pletely ignored the hu nd red s of 
newspaper articles by v eteran 
correspond ents and by colu mn­ 
ists of national repu tation which, 
in general, su bstantiated the ad ­ 
ministration’s statement that it 
interv ened only becau se law and 
ord er had broken d own com­ 
pletely and becau se the Com­ 
mu nists were on the v erge of 
taking ov er,” Dod d d eclared . 
Fu llbright retorted that Dod d 
was a casu al participant in com­ 
mittee proceed ings, hav ing at­ 
tend ed only 1 of the 13 meet­ 
ings. The retort. howev er, re­ 
ceiv ed only minor press atten­ 
tion compared to the promin­ 
ence giv en Dod d s’ charges. 
The antagonism between the 
two senators is apparent in their 
d issimilar p e r s o na l i t i e s . 
Fu lbright. a f o r m e r Rhod es 
scholar, is an u rbane, liberal 
intellectu al. Dod d , a former FBI 
agent, is an old -school believ er 
in the v irtu es of straight think­ 


ing and ccmmon sense. 
IT IS reported reliably that 
following the recent series of 
closed hea-ings on the Domini­ 
can interv ention, members 
o f 
the Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee were d iv id ed so wid ely that 
it was impossible to write a re­ 
port acceptable to a majority . 
In essence, Fu lbright's speech 
was a one-man report. 
Oi tiie 18 committee members 
only two Democrats —- 
Sens. 
Way ne Morse of Oregon and Jo. 
seph S. Clark of Pennsy lv ania - 
came ou t strongly in su pport of 
the chairman’s position. 
Specu lation ex ists that Fu l­ 
bright d amaged his political sta 
tu re within the ad ministration 
and d iminished the u sefu lness 
of the committee. 
A sou rce d ose to the senator 
said , “Tins remains to be seen. 
The senator had

illu sions 
when he mad e the speech. He 
anticipated d ispleasu re and the 
bu lk of reaction has been hos­ 
tile. Bu t ne believ ed it was nec­
